Judge  Sumsion  warned  that  the  Laffer- 
tys  would  be  severely  limited  and  hand¬ 
icapped  without  counsel. 


-Our  demise  is  absolutely  insignificant, 
stated  Dan  Lafferty.  “We  are  preparing 
our  case  before  God."  He  added  that  there 
isn’t  Justice  in  “the  system."  In  a  pres, 
conference  following  the  heanng,  howev¬ 
er,  Ron  Lafferty  said  he  wasn  t  dis¬ 
appointed  with  the  hearing  and  felt  they 
were  treated  fairly. 

Assisting  the  Lafferty*  in  their  defense 
were  court-appointed  attorneys  Mike  ts- 
pline  and  Gary  Waite. 

Prosecuting  attorney,  Wayne  Watson, 
called  on  15  of  21  witnesses  to  present 
evidence  in  the  case.  Several  pieces  of 
physical  evidence  wrrr  also  presented. 

Ron  Lafferty  called  two  witnesses: 
Watson  Lafferty  and  Knapp.  Knapn  con¬ 
firmed  Carnes’s  testimony  adding  that  he 
(Carnes)  could  have  been  more  specific. 
Knapp’s  attorney.  Kent  Willis,  however, 
advised  him  to  claim  the  fifth  amendment 
on  other  questions. 

Judge  Sumsion  warned  reporters 
against  printing  "evidentiary  matter"  that 
might  jeopardize  fairness  in  a  future  trial 
The  heanng  was  recessed  until  Tuesday 
morning  when  Judge  Sumsion  will  decide 
whether  to  bind  the  defendants  ever  *o 
district  court  for  trial  after  the  attorneys 
offer  their  final  statements.  Carnes’  tnal 
will  be  Sept.  21. 

Ron  Lafferty  did  most  of  the  witness 
questioning  for  the  defense  with  few  ques¬ 
tion*  from  his  brother.  Dan.  who  seemed 


more  concerned  with  the  spiritual  aspect 
of  the  trial. 

“Are  you  ashamed  of  Jesus  Christ  r  he 
asked  one  witness. 

He  later  added,  "I  really  believ  e  Ron  is  a 
prophet  of  God  and  is  a  revelator." 

Trie  brother*  said  their  main  concern  is 
“not  to  see  you  people  involved  in  (the) 
destruction"  they  believe  is  coming  upon 
the  world.  "You're  on  trial"  Ron  told  re¬ 
porter*.  Thu  whole  mortal  probation  is  a 
triid.” 

When  asked  about  their  feelings  to¬ 
wards  Allen’s  situation,  they  expressed 
thev  had  compassion  "but  life  has  to  go 
on.1’  Future  destruction,  they  warned, 
will  be  far  greater. 

The  l-afferty  brothers  were  involved 
with  the  School  of  Prophets,  a  group 
claiming  to  be  true  followers  of  Joseph 
Smith  and  Jesus  Christ.  The  group’s  goal 
Is  to  establish  a  “city  of  refuge  and  Zion  so 
that  Christ  can  come  again. 

“Brenda  and  Erica  were  ‘holding  up  the 
work.' "  Ron  Laffertj  said  during  the 
hearing,  but  added  that  the  so-called  “re¬ 
velation  does  not  command  anyone  to  take 
the  life  of  anyone." 

Security  was  tight  throughout  the  pro¬ 
ceeding*  but  the  atmosphere  remained 
light  with  smiles  and  winks  from  Ron  and 
Dan  Lafferty. 

When  asked  if  he  had  any  further  ques¬ 
tion*  during  hi*  mother^  testimony.  Ron 
said.  “I  love  you.  Mom."

Saunders  said  he  supports  the  present  system 
and  is  against  random  selling. 

The  alternative  systems  of  seUir.-  tickets  would 
make  it  easy  to  buy  tickets.  Saunders  said,  and 
more  students  would  be  inclined  to  do  so.  Thu*, 
those  “diehard"  fans  willing  tn  wait  up  all  night  to 
get  ticket*  might  not  get  them  as  in  the  present 
system.  Another  disadvantage.  Saunder*  said, 
would  be  that  ticket*  could  not  be  bought  in  blocks, 
as  is  now  possible.

TV  PolUh  independent  spirit  and 
disaffection  with  the  Communist  Par¬ 
ty  l*  keeping  Solidarity  alive,  raid  the 
editor  of  TV  Voice  of  Solidarity  in  a 
speech  at  BYU. 

Marek  Garrtecki,  editor  of  tV  Lon¬ 
don-baaed  organization,  outlined  the 
growth  and  continuing  struggle  of  the 
outlawed  Polish  labor  union. 

In  a  play  on  tV  Marxist  slogan  cri¬ 
tical  of  the  bourgeois.  Ganteco  aaid, 
"Pollah  Communism  haa  bred  its  own 
gravrdiggm  in  tV  Induatrial  mas- 
K*-"  Garrtecki  went  on  to  describe 
bow  the  inefficiency  of  the  communist 
system  and  the  brutal  suppression  of 
dissent  have  alienated  Poles  from  the 
self-described  -Workers'  Party  - 

According  to  Garitcckl.  the 
Nomenklatura  system,  which  re¬ 
quires  a  Party  nominee  to  occupy  the 
key  positions  in  all  organizations.  has 
handicapped  the  Polish  economy. 
Under  Nomenklatura,  unskilled  ami 
ignorant  bureaucrats  end  up  making 
important  industrial  ami  agricultural 
decisions.  V  said. 

One  of  Solidarity's  first  goals  was  to 
set  up  local  self-management  commit¬ 
tees  to  Improve  efficiency  and  work¬ 
ing  conditions.  V  said.  Strikes  in  sup¬ 


port  of  self-management  met  with 
heavy-handed  suppression  that  des¬ 
troyed  tV  image  of  the  Communist 
Party  as  a  friend  of  the  workers. 

Since  being  outlawed  when  martial 
law  was  lmp«wd  in  1W1.  Solidarity 
has  become  an  underground  move¬ 
ment.  According  to  Garxtecki.  Soli¬ 
darity  presently  has  approximately 
one  million  members  and  support* 
more  than  400  underground  publica¬ 
tions  ranging  from  pamphlets  to 
books. 

He  stated  that  outside  support  is 
important  to  Solidarity  and  cited 
worid  opinion  as  one  of  tV  factors 
that  produced  July’s  amnesty  of  625 
political  prisoners  by  tV  Polish  gov- 
eminent.  Among  those  released  were 
seven  Solidarity  leaders  who  had 
been  in  Jail  since  martial  law  was  de¬ 
clared  in  1961. 

Economic  sanctions  imposed  by  the 
United  States  against  Poland  have  ' 
also  put  pressure  on  the  Polish  reg¬ 
ime.  While  V  said  he  felt  such  sanc¬ 
tions  hurt  tV  population  more  than 
tV  government.  Ganctecld  said  that 
without  them,  most  of  the  freed  poli¬ 
tical  prisoners  would  still  be  in  Jail. 

Garztccki  said  he  “highly  recom¬ 
mended"  Amnesty  International  as  a 
vehicle  for  U.S.  ritiicns  desiring  to 
support  Solidarity.
